The two-story additions at the front 
ol' the two wings have provided four 
splendid rooms, light and airy, and 
with the same ground level entrance 
facilities as have been provided 
throughout the building. The addi¬ 
tion to the domestic science building 
is now complete and furniture in¬ 
stalled so the cafeteria lunch service 
can begin next Monday. Through the 
activity of the Parent-Teacher Assoc¬ 
iation the pupils who eat their noon 
lunch at the school will be able to pur¬ 
chase at cost fresh milk and whole¬ 
some warm dishes instead of depend¬ 
ing on cold basket lunches. The selec¬ 
tion of food by the children will be 
under the supervision of the nurse and 
teachers. 

Entertainment features for the eve¬ 
ning were provided in the large court¬ 
yard at the rear of the main building 
which has been paved during the sum¬ 
mer. Delightful music was furnished 
by the Sierra Madre Band, and by pu¬ 
pils and members of the teaching 
force. Dean W. C. Shaw, chairman, 
spoke on behalf of the school board 
and was followed by Superintendent 
E. H. Reynolds w'ho spoke interesting¬ 
ly of his summer vacation spent in the 
Hawaiian Islands. Motion pictures of 
the islands and the volcano added in- ■ 
terest to the occasion.

OSTEOPATHS FIGHT 

FOR EQUAL RIGHTS 


ASK ANY 


The osteopaths of Southern Califor¬ 
nia, who have opened an intensive 
campaign for the passage of No. 20 
the osteopathic act on the November 
ballot are quoting Benjamin Rush. M. 
[)., Surgeon General of the Continent¬ 
al army, and one of the signers of the 
Declaration of Independence, who gave 
this advice: 

“To restrict the art of healing to 
one class of men and deny equal priv¬ 
ileges to others will constitute the bas- 
tile of medical science. All such laws 
are un-American and despotic. They 
are vestiges of monarchy and have no 
place in a republic. The constitution 
of the republic should make special 
provisions for medical freedom.” 

Dr. Harry W. Forbes, president of 
the California Osteopathic Association 
says: 

“No. 20 is an initiative brought by 
80,000 citizens of California who be¬ 
lieve in medical freedom and fair play. 

“The one purpose of this act is to 
obtain for osteopaths the same fair 
administration of the existing examin¬ 
ing and licensing laws that is now en¬ 
joyed by the medical doctors, dentists, 
optometrists and pharmacists. Each 
of these professions has its own li¬ 
censing board. There is no desire to 
change the existing licensing law or 
the educational standards. The act 
provides only that the governor and a 
self-sustaining examining board of 
five licensed and practicing osteopaths 
to be selected by him shall carry out 
the provisions of this law for osteo¬ 
pathic physicians and surgeons. 

“The present law contains no pro¬ 
vision for the issuance of licenses to 
practice osteopathy, homeopathy, all¬ 
opathy, etc. It requires that in order 
to obtain a license to practice, the 
graduates of all these systems must 
have had the same nine years of edu¬ 
cation and must pass exactly the same 
three-day written examination, which 
includes every medical and surgical 
subject. The law specifically pro¬ 
vides that the license shall read "Phy 
sievian and Surgeon Certificate.’ For ! 
fifteen years osteopaths have met j 
these requirements, and now have the 
same form of license that the medical : 
doctors hold. 

“The present board consists of eight 
medical doctors and two osteopaths 
In 1919, by a vote of 8 to 2, they de¬ 
cided to examine no more osteopaths 
This refusal to examine was taken to 
court, where Judge Wellborn, after ex¬ 
haustive investigation, decided that 
our college more than met the require¬ 
ments of the law. In addition to the 
4000 hours of study required at other 
medical colleges, we have a thousand 
hours of purely osteopathic subjects. 
It is not for omitting any of their re¬ 
quirements, but for adding to them 
that the effort is being made to reject 
and suppress us. Judge Wellborn’s 
decision has been recently upheld in 
the Supreme Court. 

“The medical examining board is not 
connected with the state board of 
health, and No. 20 does not change or 
nullify any rulings of that board, nor 
affect any narcotic law. 

“The passage of No. 20 will save the 
taxpayers thousands of dollars by end¬ 
ing the twenty-eight years' constant 
court and legislative battles between 
osteopaths and medical doctors.’’ 

The osteopaths say that the thou¬ 
sands of people who are receiving 
daily benefit from osteopathic treat¬ 
ment must rally for the passage of 
No. 20, or the time may come when 
it will be impossible for them or their 
children to get such treatment, when 
systems of cure will be dictated by 
the medical class who hold the power. 
They draw attention to the fact that 
osteopaths now licensed in the state 
have nothing to gain personally from 
the passage of No. 20. They are 
working that osteopathy may live

HOIST 11 V THEIR OWN P E TA R D 

The California Grape Protective Association anti the 
Trades Union Liberty League have repeatedly referred in 
their publicity matter to Mr. Justics Clarke oi the United 
States Supreme Court as the great jurist whose interpreta¬ 
tion of the Eighteenth Amendment they accept. Both ol 
these organizations are seeking through the referendum to 
defeat the Wright Enforcement Act passed by the last Leg¬ 
islature. This Act reads that the purpose of it is to fulfill a 
requirement of the Constitution ol the United States in the 
second section of the Eighteenth Amendment. I his pro¬ 
vides that the power to enforce the amendment shall be 
exercised concurrently by Congress and the several states. 

It happens that Mr. Justice Clarke, in the Rhode Island 
case in which the Eighteenth Amendment was interpreted 
by the United States Supreme Court, discussed this particu¬ 
lar section exhaustively, lie referred to the word "con¬ 
current” as "this important word which the record oi Con¬ 
gress shows was introduced with utmost deliberation to give 
accurate expression to a very definite purpose.’ 

Alluding to the suggestion that states might not pass 
enforcement acts to make this clause eltective, he said. 

“The presumption must always be indulged that a state 
will observe and not defy the requirements of the National 
Constitution.” 

The decision of the very authority whom the California 
Grape Protective Association and the Trades Union Liberty 
League profess to follow thus makes their attempt to defeat 
the Wright Act through the referendum a defiance of the 
requirements oi the National Constitution. Mi. Justice

The bill is ostensibly aimed at the big banks 
and trust companies which advertise that they will give 
legal advice to their clients in the drawing of wills and in 
other ways. The Sample Bill would prohibit any person or 
corporation from advertising that they will give legal ad¬ 
vice or services of any kind. It is claimed the law is neces¬ 
sary because some trust companies abused the confidence 
reposed in them, to their own profit. This paragraph is not 
for the purpose of discussing the merits ol the question. It 
is simply to point out that the Bar Association sees the 
banks and trust companies which advertise are capturing a 
lot of business which they regard as peculiarly their own, 
it being contrary to professional ethics for lawyers to com¬ 
pete by advertising for the same business.
